Canton, Ohio, Aug. 16 (By A. 
P.).—The slaying of Don R. Mel- 
lett, Canton publisher, on July 16, 
after an active editorial campaign 
against vice conditions in Canton, 
appeared near a conclusion tonight 
with th swearing out of a warrant 
charging Louis Mazer, underworld 
leader, with the murder. 

Mazer is in jail at Cleveland. He 
was arrested earlier in the day ona 
Federal liquor charge. Carl Studer, 
a former business associate of Ma- 
zer in a Canton poolroom, also is in 
jail at Cleveland on a liquor charge 
and will be questioned further re- 
garding his knowledge of Mellett’s 
slaying. 

The warrant against Mazer was 
sworn to by Michael J. Glenn, of 
Indianapolis, assistant to Joseph R. 
Roach,’ special investigator from 
Chicago, who was called in on the 
case ten days age. 
Taken to 


Immediately it was issued the 
investigators went to Cleveland. 
They took with them Steve Kas- 
cholk, the mysterious informer, 
who had been held in the Stark 
county jail here since the day after 
the Mellett slaying. It was Kas- 
cholk who involved Patrick Eugene 
McDermott, for whom a nationwide 
search has been under way for 
more than two weeks. 

Mazer is the first person to be 
charged with murder. Detectives 
declare they have evidence which 
implicates several others. 

Roach said he has evidence which 
indicates that the revolver of pe- 
culiar foreign make, from which 
the fatal shot is believed to have 
been fired, was owned by Mazer. 
The present location of the gun is 
not known. 

Roach and the other investiga- 
tors refused to say whether their 
evidence pointed conclusively to the 
trigger-man in the case. 


Informer Prison. 


Policeman Implicated. 


Evidence in the hands of Roach, 
he said several days ago, tends. to 
implicate a number of the Canton 
police department and several un- 
derworld characters. 

The warrant, according to the 
plans, will be served on Mazer to- 
morrow and in all probability will 
take precedence over the Federal 
liquor conspiracy charge. 

Indictment of Mazer on the mur- 
der charge will be sought of the 
Stark county grand jury composed 
of eight women and seven men 
which convened today. The grand 
jury will not take up the murder 
case for several days, according to 
the present plans, and several more 
arrests may be made before any in- 
dictments are returned. 

Mazer and Studer, because of 
their alleged prominence in the 
underworld have been frequently 
mentioned in the murder inquiry. 
Both were questioned almost at the 
outset of the investigation by Can- 
ton police. 

In a statement after the issuance 
of the warrant, Roach said the evi- 
dence upon which the action was 
based had been collected by Detec- 
tive Ora Slater, of Cincinnati, and 
George C. Armstrong, his assistant.

London, Aug. 16 (By A. P.).— 
The British nation today found it- 
self the victim of a hoax of a par- 
ticularly unpleasant character when 
the investigation of the home office 
revealed. that the coffin brought 
from Norway to the accompaniment 
of much newspaper publicity and 
purporting to contain the body of 
the late British field marshal, Lord 
Kitchener, was empty. 

Frank Power, a British newspa- 
per man, was responsible for the 
story that he had found Kitchener’s 
body in Norway, which he brought 
to London and delivered at the Wa- 
terloo station. Officials from the 
home office and Coroner Oddie were 
present when the casket was opened 
this morning with great secrecy, and 
shortly afterward the home office 
issued the following statement, 
“The packing case alleged to con- 
tain a coffin and human body, which 
on Saturday night was removed by 
the police from the undertakers on 
Waterloo road to the Lambeth cor- 
oner’s court, was this morning 
opened in the presence of Coroner 
Ingleby Oddie and Sir Bernard 
Spilsbury, noted pathologist. The 
packing case was found to contain 
an empty coffin. The coffin was new 
and obviously had not contained a 
human body.’”’

Shaw Sees His Money Lost

Author Engages in Keen Debate With Socialist Paper

London, Aug. 16.—George Ber- 
nard Shaw, a Fabian socialist, is en- 
gaged in a keen debate with the 
Daily Herald, London’s only social- 
ist newspaper, as to whether he lost 
on the money he invested in govern- 
ment securities during the war. 
The dramatist contends that half of 
his money has been wiped out 
through government inflation of the 
currency, while the Daily Herald in- 
sists that investors in British gov- 
ernment bonds have had money put 
in their pockets by postwar defla- 
tion. 

This falling out between Great 
Britain’s most famous socialist and 
her only socialist daily started when 
Mr: Shaw a fortnight ago sent a 
letter to the Financial News declar- 
ing that ‘“‘the British government by 
inflation practically repudiated the 
value of the war loan stock.’’ 

The Daily: Herald in an editorial 
suggested that Mr. Shaw must have 
been spoofing the editor of the 
Financial News and asserted that,

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SHEFFIELD DENOUNCED 
IN MEXICO FOR POLICY 


Betrayal of Country That Has 
Sheltered Him Charged by 
Capital Paper.

Mexico City, Aug. 16.—-The in- 
terest in the return of Ambassador 
James R. Sheffield to the United 
States apparently is increasing. Two 
morning dailies carry more or less 
bitter attacks on him. He is ac- 
cused of going to the United States 
to attempt to change the peaceful 
attitude of President Coolidge to- 
ward Mexico. 

Another paper accuses him of 
betraying the country that had 
given him shelter. All the papers 
would seem to indicate that the 
press totally is in the dark as to 
the objects in Ambassador Shef- 
field’s visit home and are attempt- 
ing to provide a point of view that 
will be pleasing to their readers. 

El Excelsior, the most prominent 
Mexican daily newspaper,’ this 
morning pays its respects to Shef- 
field in an editorial entitled, ‘‘The 
Trip of Mr. Sheffield.’’ 

The editorial] states that although 
numerous American newspapers at- 
tacked President Calles’ policy with 
the Catholic Church, President 
Coolidge declared a policy of hands- 
off. However, it is said, alleges 
El Excelsior, Ambassador Sheffield 
has gone home with the deliberate 
intention of changing the attitude 
of the chief executive of the United 
States. 

The editorial states: 

‘“‘Mr. Coolidge has declared em- 
phatically that ‘the religious ques- 
tion purely is local and concerns 
only Mexico and consequently he 
will not interfere.

Temperature Drops 18 De- 
grees; Pleasantly Cool but 
Rainy Spell Predicted.

The electrical, wind and rain 
storm of yesterday left in its wake 
more than a score of uprooted 
trees and hundreds of broken 
branches. Houses, automobiles 
and other property were damaged 
by fallen trees and the wind. 

Following a week of intense 
heat, Washington now faces a week 
rich in the prospect of rain. Thun- 
dershowers are predicted for today 

y the weather bureau with little 
change in the pleasant temperature. 
Cloudy and unsettled skies are due 
to hang over the city for the next 
few days, the weather man Says. 

Lightning struck in three places. 
A bolt sent a limb of a tree at Chan- 
ning street and Bladensburg road 
northeast across a 6,600-volt elec- 
tric feeder wire, tearing down 100 
feet of.the wire and throwing num- 
erous homes in that section into 
darkness. The Industrial school 
on Bladensburg road was affected 
mainly by the broken wire. 

When the wire came in contact 
with the rain-soaked street and 
flame began to spurt, an excited 
resident turned in a fire alarm. 
Firemen notified the Potomac Eleec- 
tric Power Co., and the damage wag 
repaired within an hour. 


Felled Tree Hits 2 Autos. 


A tree in front of a vacant house 
at Twentieth street and Massa- 
chusetS avenue northwest was 
struck by another bolt and sent 
hurtling down upon two automo- 
biles, which were parked in the 
driveway of the house. The cars 
were badly damaged. The drive- 
way was being utilized as parking 
space. Still another electrical streak 
connected with the flagpole atop 
1701 Pennsylvania avenue north- 
west. occupied by the Goodman 
Clothing Co. and the Washington 
School of Music. 

Police made a survey of fallen 
trees and branches throughout the 
city last night and listed 32 trees 
and more than a hundred branches. 
The northwest section was the hard- 
est hit, but in the southeast and 
southwest little damage was re- 
ported. 


Auto Crushed by Tree. 


Five trees were blown down in 
Massachusetts avenue, between 
Twentieth and Twenty-first streets 
northwest. A parked-automobile in 
front of 1105 Twenty-first street 
was crushed by a giant tree. Show 
windows in stores at 901 Fifteenth 
street northwest and 95 L street 
northwest were shattered by the 
wind. 

A tree was blown across the home 
of Dr. Grant S. Barnhart, 1434 
Rhode Island avenue northwest, and 
firemen were called to hack it away 
to permit patients ths go and.come 
from his office. The entrance of 
the home of Hubert Acker, 1121 
Twenty-second street northwest, 
was blocked by a fallen tree. 

The storm sent the mercury down 
18 degrees. The needle of the 
Pennsylvania avenue kiosk was reg- 
istering a high of 92 when the wind 
began to blow and after the fury 
had subsided it was registering 74. 
The rainfall of yesterday measured 
1.64 inches, 1.17 inches falling in 
the storm. The cooling effects of 
the storm sent the thermometer 


later to 68. 
Telephoge wires in many sections 


of the city were blown down, nu- 
merous parked automobiles were 
stalled where the rain seeped ' 
through to the ignition, and street 
car and automobile traffic was 
greatly hampered by the driving 
rain, which poured down in sheets.

Top Heaviness to Be Made 
Subject of Inquiry; Ohe 
Chief to Four Clerks. 


SEPARATE BUDGET 
FOR UNIT IS SOUGHT 


200 Now on Its Rolls; Trans- 
~ fers Hoped to Prevent 
Dismissals. 


A reorganization of the bureau 
of supplies of the Treasury Depart- 
ment is likely to be effected before 
the next session of Congress with 
a view to establishing it as an in- 
dependent unit, it was learned yes- 
terday. 

The bureau. located at Seventh 
and B streets northwest, is now the 
subject of _an investigation by a 
committee appointed by Under Sec- 
retary Winston. It is said to be 
top-heavy and radical changes are 
expected. 

The supply burean, because 
been somewhat of thorn in the 
executive flesh ever since it was 
established at the instance of Vice 
President Dawes, when he was 
director of the budget. Because of 
its reported top-heaviness, Treasury 
efficials have never been able to 
get a separate appropriation for it 
from Congress. 


Five Handle Rubber Stamps. 


As a result it has functioned 
with its approximately 200 persons 
drawn frum and carried on the 
payroll of various other Treasury 
departments. There are said to be 
subordinate officials for every four 
or five men in the bureau. 

This condition was brought 
about in the bureau's original set 
up. A large number of its person- 
nel were section chiefs and like 
subordinates in the Treasury. Nat- 
urally they retained their super- 
visory attitude on their new job. 
Consequently they came to be called 
commodity chiefs. For example, 
there is said to be a commodity 
chief and four “‘employes’”’ to han- 
dle rubber stamp requisitions. 

The whole bureau, it is offi- 
cially believed, could be operated 
efficiently with a reduced clerical 
organization built around the di- 
rector and assistant director of the 
bureau with the multiple commod- 
ity chiefs eliminated. 

It is this phase which Mr. Win- 
ston’s committee, composed . of 
Daniel W. Bell, deputy auditor of 
accounts and deposits; John H. 
Schaefer, acting superintendent of 
the maintenance division ef the 
supervising architect’s office, and 
L. C. Martin, in charge of the pub- 
lic building program, is studying. 

A reorganization, it. is said, 
would not regult in any dismissals, 
but those let out’ by ‘the bureau 
would be absorbed in other depart- 
ments. 

With the reorganization effected. 
the under-secretary hopes to have 
Congress treat with it as he does 
other bureaus of the Treasury.

Secretary Asserts No Ameri- 
cans Suffer From Law: Ex- 
pect Flaherty Appeal.

Paul Smith’s, N. Y., Aug. 16.— 
After a conference with Secretary 
of State Kellogg at White Pine 
camp today, President Coolidge, it 
was authoritatively learned tonight, 
has decided that no ground exists 
for intervention in Mexico or for 
any variation of his policy of deal- 
ing with the Calles government. 

The embargo on the export of 
arms from the United States to 
Mexican civilians will not be lifted 


despite the pressure brought to 
bear on the administration by 
American sympathizers of the Mexi- 
can clericals arrayed against the 
Calles government, nor will any 
other step be taken that might be 
interpreted as an unwarranted in- 
terference in the domestic concerns 
of another country. 

It is understood, furthermore, 
that there were developments of the 
utmost significance between the 
President and the Secretary of 
State, lasting until a late hour to- 
night, as a result of which Mr. 
Coolidge is expected to take an ear- 
ly opportunity, possibly tomorrow, 
to state to the country the course 
he proposes to pursue in dealing 
with events growing out of the war- 
fare between church and state in 
Mexico. 


No Americans Harmed. 


One of the developments is said 
to have been a statement by Sec- 
retary Kellogg positively assuring 
the President that no Americans 
have suffered indignities or inju- 
ries in person or property as a re- 
sult of the dispossession and ex- 
ulsion decrees agains the clergy 
in Mexico, and other measures for 
the regulation of worship carried 
into effect by the Calles govern- 
ment. 

Complaints that Americans had 
been insulted and injured and de- 
prived of church prgperty in vio- 
lation of treaty rights, had proved 
unfounded upon investigation, ac- 
cording to the Secretary of State. 
In some cases the alleged victims 
were found not to suffer injury in 
person or property, whilé“fn others 
the clergymen and teachers who 
had suffered indignities were found 
to be other than American citizens. 

The effect of this report to the 
President by his Secretary of State 
was to confirm the President in his 
decision that no variation of his 
Mexican policy is called for by ex- 
isting circumstances and to join the 
issue between Mr. Kellogg, on the 
one hand, and the Knights of Co- 
lumbus and the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy in this country, on the 
other. 


Says Charges Unfounded. 


The Knights of Columbus made 
formal demand on the administra- 
tion to intervene in Mexico to put 
an end to the persecution of Amer- 
ican citizens in the warfare be- 
tween church and state, the appeal 
being based on allegations that 
Americans had suffered a variety of 
Indignities, personal injuries and 
deprivation of property, calling for 
stern action by the American goy- 
ernment. Mr. Kellogg now informs 
the President, in effect, that the 
Knights of Columbus appeal lacks 
the foundation claimed for it. 

That the Knights of Columbus 
will act swiftly to demonstrate to 
the administration and to the coun- 
try that its demand for interven- 
tion was well founded is not 
doubted. It is understood that the 
great Roman Catholic organization 
took its formal action at the Phila- 
delphia meeting in the light of a 
staggering indictment of the Calles 
government, an indictment com- 
posed of a multitude of counts, 
each one of which was based on a 
specific injury suffered at the hands 
of the Mexican government by a 
specified citizen of the United 
States. ' 

The indictment and schedule of 
injuries and indignities the Knights 
of Columbus are expected to make 
public in defense of their position. 

It is also expected that James A. 
Flaherty, supreme knight of the 
Catholic order, will lose no time 
in coming here to appeal from Sec- 
retary Kellogg to the President. 
Mr. Flaherty originally asked for 
an appointment with the President 
here for the purpose of presenting 
formally the demand of the knights 
adopted at Philadelphia. Mr. 
)Plaherty was informed that his 
proper course would be to present 
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the resolutions of the Knights to 


Secretary Kellogg and discuss the 


Situation with him. Then if Mr. 
Flaherty was not entirely satisfied 
with his conference with Mr. Kel- 
logge, he was informed, he could 
come here and the President would 
be glad to receive him. 

It is not doubted that Mr. Fla. 
herty will now avail himself of this 
privilege in order to demonstrate 
to the President that the interven- 
tion demand of the Knights is war- 
ranted by the facts. 


Would Protect Citizens. 


Mr. Coolidge takes the position 
that this government can not prop- 
erly interfere in the church and 
state imbroglio in Mexico, because 


that is a domestic concern of an- 
other country. He will act, how- 
ever, he assures the country, to 
exact full protection of American 
citizens from injury or depriva- 
tion of property in contravention 
of treaty rights. If the Knights of 
Columbus can present evidence of 
such injuries, the President will 
take appropriate action, according 
to the present definition of the 
Coolidge Mexican policy. 

The Mexican situation was only 
one of a number of foreign policy 
matters discussed by Mr. Coolidge 
and the Secretary of State. Mr. 
Kellogg reported that Uruguay had 
notified Washington it will accept 
the Senate reservations to adher- 
ence by the United States to the 
world court protocol. This makes 
four nations that have agreed to ac- 
cept our entrance to the court on 
our terms. The other nations will 
not answer till after their confer- 
ence next month at Geneva on the 
matter. 

There is much opposition to 
reservation No. 5 under which the 
League of Nations court would be 
barred from asking the court for an 
advisory opinion involving the 
United States without the consent 
of this country. 


Head of Sears-Roebuck 
Will Visit the President 


Paul Smiths, N. Y., Aug. 16 (By 
A. P.).—Foreign affairs occupied 
the attention of President Coolidge 
today with Secretary Kellogg, of the 
State Department, who is a guest at 
White Pine camp, reporting to him 
on various problems before the de- 
partment. 

The substance of the speech Mr. 
Kellogg will make Wednesday at 
the unveiling in Plattsburg of the 
monument to Commodore Thomas 
MacDonough, war of 1812, was 


communicated to the chief execu- 
tive, but details of their. general 
conversations on foreign problems 
were not announced. 

Arrangements were made today 
by Secretary Kellogg for him to re- 
ceive James R. Sheffield, the 
American Ambassador to Mexico, on 
August 25 in Washington. The Am- 
bassador is en route to the. United 
States for a vacation, and may re- 
port to the President personally on 
the Mexican situation. He is ex- 
pected late this month. to occupy 
his summer camp at Saranac Inn, 
near here, but whether he will at 
that time visit President Coolidge 
has not been. indicated. 

Mr. Kellogg accompanied Presi- 
dent Coolidge to the executive of- 
fices this morning and received 
newspaper correspondents, but it 
was said that he was not in a posi- 
tion to discuss Mexican or other 
foreign questions. 

Mr. Kellogg is to return here 
from Plattsburg Wednesday after- 
noon and Thursday or “Friday 
night with Mrs. Kellogg, who has 
accompanied him to the summer 
White House, will leave by train 
for Washington to resume his du- 
ties at the State Department. 

Julius Rosenwald, president of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., will arrive 
from Chicago Wednesday to be a 
house guest at the camp. Known 
as a prominent civic leader as well 
as business man and philanthropist, 
he is expected to give the President 
his views on both the business and 
political situations in the country. 

Chief Justice Arthur P. Rugg of 
the Massachusetts supreme judicial 
court and Mrs. Rugg, who had been 
guests at White Pine camp for 
more than a week, left today.

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U.S. ARRESTS “ARMY” 
OF 174 NEARING BORDER 


Gen. Estrada Suspected as 
Leader of Movement in 
Lower California. 


Mexico City, Aug. 16 (By A. P.). 
About 50 persons have been ar- 
rested in the federal district in 
connection with what the police 
say they believe was an abortive 
plot for widespread uprisings Sun- 
day against the religious regula- 
tions. 

It was suggested in unofficial 
quarters tonight. that the concen- 
trations of men and arms and am- 
munitions by Gen. Enrique Estrada 
near the Mexican border in Cali- 
fornia, may have been connected 
with the alleged plot and as part 
of a general revolutionary move- 
ment. 

The police say that some of the 
Catholics arrested Sunday in the 
suburb of San Angel, where a fight 
took place between Catholics and 
police at the church of San Jacinto, 
are suspected of attemtpting to hide 
important documents in connection 
with an uprising, although Sunday 
night they asserted that they found 
no arms or ammunition in the 
church or evidence that a revolt was 
being planned in San Angel. 

According to the police, uprisings 
had been planned in the states of 
Puebla, Morelos, Michocacan, Jal- 


isco and Chihuahua and in Mexico 
City and the federal district. 
Estrada “‘Army” Stopped. 

San Diego, Calif., Aug. 16 .(By 
A. P.).—Gen. Enrique’ Estrada, 
former secretary of war for Mexico, 
was named today as the engineer of 
the latest plot to overthrow the 
government of Lower Caiiforni}, 
foiled near here last night with ike 
arrest of 174 men and seizure of a 
large amount of ammunition and 
equipment. 

A. A. Hopkins, Department of 
Justice agent, said that the general, 
“from all the information we have 
been able to gather, was the spon- 
sor for the movement against the 
lower California government. I do 
pot think that the Mexican re- 
ligious troubles had anything to do 
with the movement or that any one 
but Estrada was behind it. I be- 
lieve it was simply an attempts of 
the ‘outs’ to get in.’’ 

Gen. Estrada and more than a 
score of others, including J. T. Deg- 
man, a Culver City contractor, and 
Earl C. Parker, president of the 
Parker Hardware Co., of San Diego, 
as well as Aurelio Seupslveda, well- 
known Mexican army officer who 
has been living in Los Angeles for 
the past two years, are lodged in 
the county jail here, while the re- 
mainder of the prisoners are quar- 
tered at Fort Rosecrans under 
guard of the United States marines. 

‘General Will Not Talk. 

Gen. Estrada and the members 
of his staff refused to make any 
statement for publication. The 
few soldiers who would talk de- 
clared that they had been hired as 
laborers, although they admitted 
they did not know on what kind 
of a job they were to work. 

Hopkins said the suspicions of 
the American authorities first be- 
came aroused when it was learned 
that Estrada and Seupslveda were 
holding conferences in Los Angeles. 
Details of the revolutionary move- 
ment were later learned, together 
with the plans of the expedition. 
Estrada and several of his inti- 
mates left Los Angeles. several 
days ago. Saturday morning the 
main detachment started from Los 
Angeles toward Mexico in several 
trucks, including an armored car. 

Hopkins said a Department of 
Justice car followed those occupied 
by the Mexicans. 


Rear Guard Followed. 

The caravan of Mexicans was 
headed by a scout car and followed 
by an active rear guard. The car 
containing the rear guard would re- 
main behind the main body and 
would frequently be driven behind 
sign boards and under bridges to 
determine whether or not the part 


was being followed. To avoid hav- 
ing the Mexicans learn that they 
were followed the department of 
justice agents were compelled to do 
some frequent and clever ‘‘duck- 
ing,’’ Hopkins said. 

Most of the prisoners were cap- 
tured at Dalzura, 35 miles east of 
heré, and 3 miles from the bor- 
der. Later. others were caught at 
La Mesa, while headed for Dulzura. 
The equipment seized included an 
armored truck, two 10-ton trucks, 
400 Springfield rifles, two machine 
guns, an assortment of small arms, 
and 155,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion. 

Charges of violating a section of 
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the criminal code which prohibits 
an organized ‘military movement 
against a friendly foreign country 
are to be placed against members 
of the expedition, federal officials 
said.

B. E. Blewfield, Tarpon Springs 
policeman, was shot down when he 
ran to intercept the cracksmen who 
had opened the grocery safe. He 
died immediately. 

Hub Rochelt, who was at the 
scene of the killing, told police that 
he saw two women in the street 
outside the store give a signal to 
the pair within when the police- 
man approached.

Hope That Congress May Al- 
ter Religious Laws Next 
Month Is Slight. 


VIOLENCE NOT SERIOUS 


Mexico City, Aug. 16 (By A. P.). 
While the religious situation con- 
tinues apparently without change, 
the depression caused by the eco- 
nomic boycott appears to be in- 
creasing. Some continue to cling 
to what seems a forlorn hope, that 
congress, which convenes Septem- 
ber 1, may enact milder religious 
regulations. But congress is im- 
potent unless President Calles ap- 
proves its acts. 

Congress is expected to do as 
the president desires; hence, unless 
Senor Calles himself yields in his 
religious stand, or loses political 
power, neither of which is indi- 
cated at present, congressional re- 
lief can hardly be looked for. 

Since the clash yesterday at the 
suburb of San Angel between Cath- 
olics assembled at the Church of 
San Jacinto and the police, in 
which several persons were slightly 
injured, there have been no inci- 
dents around Mexico City. 

Belated dispatches from Saltillo 
say that on Thursday Catholic 
women assembled in front of the 
cathedral, jeered a passing parade 
of workmen and others supporting 
the Calles policy. Sharp words 
were exchanged and the paraders 
rushed into the church, driving the 
women before them. Soldiers final- 
ly arrived and restored order.

NANKOW PASS 1S SEIZED 
BY THE GHINESE ALLIES 


Troops Led by Wu Pei Fu Are 
Said to Have Defeated 
National Armies. 


HEAVY FIGHTING CEASES 


Peking, Aug. 16 (By A. P.).— 
Capture of the town of Hwailai, 
dominating the northern extremity 
of Nankow pass, with many pris- 
oners and much booty, was an- 
nounced today by headquarters of 
the allied troops of Marshals Wu 
Pei-Fu and Chang Tso-Lin, who are 
seeking the elimination of the na- 
tional armies of the Peking gov- 
ernment deposed by the allies in 
April. Uncertainty still prevails as 
to how far the allies have pene- 
trated Nankow pass, key position 
of the national armies, and center 
of their line. 

The official reports of the allies 
say there is no sign of the enemy 
at Nankow. On the other hand an 
equally creditable report from a 
nonmilitary source says that the 
allies control the town of Nankow, 
but have not advanced beyond, ‘to 
the pass in the mountains. 

The theory that the national 
armies may have evacuated Nan- 
kow pass quietly is given color by 
the entire absence of the usual evi- 
dence of heavy fighting necessary 
for frontal attack. 

Control of communications is held 
by the allies, and there has been no 
recent report from national army 
sources. 


If Hwailai has fallen 
hands of the enemy, have 
routed the national. armies from 
Nankow pass, where the latter made 
a& strong stand against the forces 
personally commanded by Wu Peli- 
Fu, which began moving against 
them July 2. The pass is 1,900 feet 
above sea level, and is a strongly 
fortified gateway of the great wall 
of China. The whole region is 
mountainous. 

The miiitary movements are tak- 
ing place within a broad loop of 
the great wall, with Kalgan the 
pateway to the northern side of the 
loop. From Hwailai to Kalgan by 
railway is appregimately 70 miles.

Fess, of Ohio, and Frederick N. Gil- 
lett, of Massachusetts, will have 
charge of the Eastern headquarters, 
with the help through most of the 
campaign of Senator Walter Edge, 
of New Jersey. 

Representative Will R. Wood, of 
Indiana, chairman of the house 
campaign committee, will be here 
through most of the campaign, as 
will Earl Venable, of Idaho, execu- 
tive secretary.

U. S. Counsel Cite Walsh Act 
as Removing Action From 
District Bench. 


ANSWER WILL BE FILED 


The government's special counsel 
in the oil cases, Atlee Pomerene 
and Owen J. Roberts, yesterday 
filed with the clerk of the District 
Court of Appeals the government's 
motion asking the court to discon- 
tinue consideration of the special 
appeals which counsel for Doheny 
and Fall and Fall and Sinclair have 
made to the court. These appeals 
asked the court to review the de- 
cision of Justice Wendell P. Staf- 
ford overruling the demurrers in 
the conspiracy indictments. 

The government’s special counsel 
contend that the so-called Walsh 
bill, rushed through Congress dur- 
ing the closing hours of the last 
session, deprives the court of the 
right to continue deliberation in 
these cases. 

The Walsh bill provides that in- 
terlocutory orders in = criminal 
cases may not be reviewed by the 
District Court of Appeals until the 
case has been tried, and effort is 
now being made to make this bill 
retroactively apply to the oil cases. 

Counsel for the oil men and for 
Mr. Fall will file their briefs, chal- 
lenging the constitutionality of the 
Walsh bill, in so far as its retro- 
active effect is concerned, on Wed- 
nesday. The motion and the briefs 
will then be sent to the judges of 
the District Court of Appeals who 
are absent, as the court does not 
meet antil October.

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DEATH BED CHARGE 


IN DERRAM KILLING 
REMAINS A SECRET 


Father of A. F. A. Smith’s Al- 
leged Victim Refusees to 
Offer Statement. 


INQUEST IS ATTENDED 
BY WIFE OF PRISONER 


Hearing at Whitstable, Eng., 
Adjourned by Coroner 
Until August 30. 


Whitstable, Eng., Aug. 16 (By A. 
P.).—The detailed story of the kill- 
ing of John Adams Derham, with 
which Alphonse Francis Austin 
Smith is charged, will remain a se- 
cret until August 3 The ecoroner’s 
inquest into the tragedy which oc- 
curred at the Smith residence, 
Stella Maris Villa, Friday night, was 
adjourned after brief testimony was 
submitted today. 

The pubic’'s appetite for the reve- 
lations had been whetted by sensa- 
tional stories of the case, which has 
to do with notable families and 
crowds packed the little parish hall 
for the inquest proceedings which 
in this country often assume thé 
character of a trial, with lengthy 
evidence. 

Derham’s aged father brought an 
abrupt end to the hearing by declin- 
ing. to divulge his son’s alleged 
death statement. The coroner did 
not press for answers, saying he 
would wait until both sides were 
represented by counsel, and the 
crowds filed out into the crooked 
little Whitstable Main street, with 
the Smith-Derham case as much a 
mystery as ever. 


Mrs. Smith Is Present. 


Mrs. Smith, who is reputed to 
have been the cause of the quarrel 
between her husband and Derham, 
arrived at the inquest with the elder 
Derham. She appeared very young. 
She is Smith’s second wife, they 
having been married after his first 
wife, formerly Miss ‘Ruth Wynne, 
daughter of a former United States 
Postmaster General, divorced him. 

Jealousy over Derham’s_ atten- 
tions to her is believed to have led 
to a fight between Smith and Der- 
ham after the three had supped to- 
gether at a hotel and returned to 
the Smith residence. 

Mrs. Smith was dressed in black 
satin and wore a black toque and 
scarf. She conversed with the 
Elder Derham most of the time and 
left the parish hall in his company. 

No reference was made to Smith’s 
first wife or to his antecedents dur- 
ing the proceedings. He said his 
parents were at present living in 
Vancouver, B. C. Prominent Lon- 
don lawyers have been retained for 
his defense. 


In Financial Difficulties. 


Although Smith is credited with 
once having had an_ income of 
$750,000 annually, he recently had 
been in somewhat straitened cir- 
cumstances and the house where 
he and his family lived and where 
the tragedy occurred is a most un- 
pretentious ‘‘middle class’’ villa. 

It appears that he got an occa- 
sional financial windfall, and it was 
in celebration of one of these that 
the Smiths and Derham had a din- 
ner party, which was followed by 
the shooting. 


Bodies of 49 Found

OLD-TIMERS 


Moscow, Aug. 16 (By A. P.) 
Another bolshevik idol has fallen, 
Leon B. Kameneff, commisar of 
trade, once member of the so-called 
triumvirate which rules Russia and 
one of the principals of the com- 


munist world, has been replaced 
by a mere youth, M. Kikoian, of 
Tiflis, a friend of M. Stalin, head of 
the communist party. 

Even old-time communists were 
startled to hear that the young 
Georgian, relatively unknown, had 
been given such a vital position in 
soviet national economy. But Sta- 
lin, a shrewd Georgian, apparently 
is determined to place his own trust- 
ed lieutenants in important posi- 
tions in the government. 

Like Leon Trotzky, Kameneff 
was regarded by Stalin and other 
doctrinaire communists as a heretic. 
The penalty he paid for daring to 
question the supremacy of those 
now in power was first the loss 
of his post as a member of the 
powerful political bureau, and the 
post of commissar of labor and de- 
fense, and now the forfeiture of 
the trade commissary. 

Kameneff, whose real name is 
Rosenfeld, always has been regard- 
ed as one of the moderate and pro- 
gressive elements of the bolshevik 
regime. He is the sixth big com- 
munist to fall victim to Stalin’s 
political ax within the last year. 
The others were Trotzky, Zinovieff, 
Radek, Sokolnikov and Lashevitch. 


NEW REVOLT PLOT 
CHARGED IN GREECE 


Former Premier Kafandaris 
Again Is Arrested; Two 
Others Sought. 


Athens, Aug. 16 (By A. P.).—A 
new plot to overthrow the govern- 
ment has been discovered, accord- 
ing to the afternoon papers, among 
politicians and army officials. For- 
mer Premier George Kafandaris 
has again been arrested and police 
are seeking Gen. Kondilis and Gen. 
Panayotopoulos. The mayor of 
Piraeus has been also arrested as 
well as a number of army officers. 


Kafandaris, one time premier of 
Greece, had been in constant oppo- 
sition to the Venizelos government 
and only last month was accused 
of being implicated in a plot on the 
life of Pangalos, and was banished 
to the island of Naxos. Both Gen. 
Kondilis and Gen. Panayotopoulos 
have been involved in plots against 
the Athens government. They were 
included in the recent amnesty that 
permitted the return of those ban- 
ished to the Island of Naxos.

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ESTRADA’S EXPEDITION. 


While President 
Kellogg have been conferring on Mexican 
questions, American officers have arrested 
Enrique Estrada and 150 men who were about 
to.enter Lower California from San Diego 
county armed with rifles, machine guns, an- 
munition and provisions. Estrada was at one 
time Mexican secretary of war and is regarded 
as an expert tactician. His purpose appears 
to have been to gain a foothold on Mexican 
soil. and proclaim a revolution against the* 
His force would probably 
have been sufficient to capture Lower Cali- 
fornia, and it would have taken time and effort 
for the Mexican government to dislodge him. 
In the interval Estrada might have stirred up 
the disaffected elements throughout Mexico, 
with perhaps far-reaching consequences. 

It was the duty of the American authorities 
to stop this expedition, which was set on foot 
in the United States. Whatever the differ- 
ences may be between the United States and 
Mexico, it is impossible for the United States

- to give encouragement to a revolution in Mex- 


ico by ‘tolerating violations of law. The 
Americans caught in the expedition, if con- 
victed of participation in a revolutionry con- 
spiracy, should be severely punished. 


No doubt many of the Mexicans apprehended 
are unlawfully in the United States and must 
be deported. But the Department of Labor 
may decide that it is inexpedient to deport 
them to Mexico because of the danger of 
their’ execution. Their departure to some 
other foreign country would serve every pur- 
pose of American law, and it would be an act 
of mercy to keep them out of the clutches of 
the Mexican government. It is recalled that 
a Mexican general who was deported to Mex- 
ico last winter was immediately executed, al- 
though the American immigration officials 
claimed to have received assurances that he 
would not be harmed. 


BOOSTING FLORIDA, 


Something new in advertising is promised 
for next winter and spring. Starting in Novem- 
ber, 50 railroad cars, divided into five trains, 
will get under Way on the same day and hour 
from Jacksonville, Fla. Each train will be a 
specially equipped industrial and agricultural 
exposition, designed to create a favorable im- 
pression of the State among a large percentage 
of 90,000,000 souls living in the territory 
through which the trains will be routed. 

Each train will consist of a baggage car, 
equipped also with a boiler to provide heat for 
the entire train, and power to operate an en- 
gine and dynamo to supply electricity for 
lighting and moving pictures. There will be 
a moying picture car, equipped with special 
seats, in which will be shown the newest 
process colored films all hours of the day and 
Five cars will be devoted to general 
and special exhibits, two will provide living 
quarters for the exposition staff 
crew, and there will be one diner.

_ WHY NOT GET FROM UNDER? 


The chief of the chemical division of the 
Department of Commerce has given out a 
history of the potash industry in Germany and 
the German-French combination now control- 
ling the sale of potash in the United States, and 
the possibilities of obtaining potash in Poland. 
He has little to say about American production 
of potash, merely remarking that ‘unhappily 
production of potash in the United States has 
been under a cost of production much greater 
than that of European potash.’’ Labor and ma- 
terials are more costly here, of course. 

When the tariff bill of 1922 was being 
framed the protectionists interested in the 
production of American potash undertook to 
foster the American industry by means of a 
moderate tariff, reduced annually, for a series 
of years. However, the Western farmers de- 
manded that potash be placed on the free list, 
and it was done. 

If Congress would protect the American 
potash industry for a reasonable length of 


‘time, the United States would become inde- 


pendent of Germany, France and all other 
countries for the bulk of its potash, and the 


_ price would be lower than the foreign price. 


DOES THE UNITED STATES LEAD? 


The statement of Col. Paul Henderson, for- 
mer Assistant Postmaster General, now gen- 
eral manager of the National Air Transport 
Co., to the effect that the United States today 
leads the world in aviation, will be gratifying 
to those to whom their country is always first, 
no matter what the facts of any dase may be. 

Col. Henderson bases his statement on sta- 


tistics recently gathered by the aeronautical 


chamber of commerce regarding the number 


of aviators available in the country, the num-

ber of passengers and tonnage of freight car- 
ried, and the number of miles flown. In some 
respects such method of making deductions

which the statement is based adds a paragraph 
which will be-pondered by many: ‘‘We have 
probably more commercial operators than any 
other nation, duc, undoubtedly, to the vast 
extent and the natural characteristics of our 
country.” 

Some one is bound to demand that the sta- 
tistics be reduced to ratios. What is the pro- 
portion of passengers carried to total popula- 
tion of the country? What is the ratio of miles 
flown to the total area of the country? Such 
figures, compared to similar statistics gath- 
ered in other countries, may possibly give a 
far better picture of comparative standing. 

At any rate, it is important that interest in 
commercial flying in the United States has be- 
come so active. If the United States does not 
already lead it will soon do so. 


GOV. SMITH’S POSITION. 


At -a dinner given by political friends in 
Buffalo, Saturday night, Gov. ‘‘Al’’ Smith tried 
in vain to escape the leadership of his party 
in the coming gubernatorial campaign. He 
was less emphatic on the subject of the presi- 
dential nomination and, in the end, as was ex- 
pected, agreed to abide by any decision reached 
by the party convention. The speech was 
characteristic of the man, simple, dignified and 
friendly. Gov. Smith took the position that it 
Was not a good thing for the impression tv 
grow among the Democrats of New York that 
he, and he alone, was competent to hardle the 
reins of thé State government. He expressed 
the opinion that there were many others thor- 
oughly competent to fill the office, who could 
be elected by a united party, and especially 
at the moment when the political opposition 
Was torn by dissension. 

Quite frankly Gov. Smith told his friends 
he did not want to be a candidate.- It was 
an office that placed a tremendous test on the 
strength of any man, and he would not undergo 
it another term if there was any way by which 
he could avoid it. He urged that there be 
less talk about him as an individual, and gave 
credit for whatever had been accomplished 
during his regime to the loyal support of his 
party in the legislature. The speech of the 
governor was more pleasing to his friends in 
its conclusion than earlier, when: he all but 
emphatically refused to be the candidate of his 
party. He made his appeal for personal con- 
sideration in the councils of his party and then 
added that like all good Democrats he would 
be bound to accept whatever decision the con- 
vention might reach. 

With regard to the presidential nomination 
Gov. ‘‘Al’’ neither evaded nor dodged. He is 
a candidate in the sense that he would accept 
if his party so wished. “I don’t believe that 
any man can be successful who seeks great 
political honors,’’ said the governor. ‘‘Great 
political honors are above the heads of all 
and they must come downward and seek the 
man. And to be prepared for these honors 
you must do the job you've got.’ Then he 
diverted his thoughts from these general prin- 
ciples to the personal side of the question once 
more and asked his friends what good it was 
going to do for them to work to nominate him } 
for President and have him so impaired in 
health as to interfere with his administration 
of the office if elected. 

The appeal of Gov. Smith before his friends 
illustrated the political philosophy by which he 
has been guided, and many will agree that that 
philosophy is sound. He does not permit per- 
sonal reasons or personal considerations to out- 
weigh his sense of loyalty and devotion to 
party. That characteristic more than any- 
thing else has endeared him to the masses of 
the great Empire State. 


STOCK DIVIDENDS. 

There seems to be some misapprehension as 
to just what stock dividends are. Announce- 
ment of a 50 per cent stock dividend made by 
a large automobile manufacturing institution 
was hailed with the statement that this is the 
same as a cash dividend on the outstanding 
stock.. It is not. 

A stock dividend is only another way of 
reducing surplus and adding to capital. An 
individual stockholder receives no money and 
adds nothing to his share of the corporation 
earnings. If he owns 100 shares of stock in 
a corporation having capital stock outstanding 
amounting to $100,000, and receives a stock 
dividend of 50 per cent—that is, 50 shares— 
he has no greater percentage. of stock than 
he had before, and receives no more of the 
sum distributed in dividends than he received 
before. ; 

The value of the stock with the added stock 
dividend depends entirely upon the future 
earning power of the corporation. A _ stock 
dividend is not a cash dividend, but a dis- 
tribution of surplus and an increase in capital 
stock. The Supreme Court employed this rea- 
soning when it declared that a stock dividend 
is not an increase in income to be taxed under 
the income tax law. But if dividends are in- 
creased the proportion earned by stock issued 
as dividends must, of course, pay an income 
tax. - f 


AN EXPLODED TRADE FALLACY. 


After the world war it was declared repeat- 
edly that the United States could not sell unless 
it was prepared to buy, and that as any in- 
crease in import duties would prevent foreign 
countries from buying from the United States, 
the United Stateg could not possibly sell to 
foreign countries. It was predicted that under 
the high tariff foreign trade would be curtailed, 
or possibly ruined. 

The chief of the bureau of domestic and 
foreign commerce reports that American ex- 
ports of manufactured commodities in 1926 
were about 16 per cent ahead of 1925, and 
that they were some 60 per cent ahead of 
1921 and 1922. They were nearly three times 
the annual average for five years prior to the 
war. | 

This tremendous growth testifies to the ris- 
ing efficiency of American industry, and ex- 
plodes the fallacy of the oft-repeated claim that 
the United States can not sell unless it Is 
prepared to buy in an equal or larger amount. 
Despite the increase in the tariff, imports from 
foreign countries have increased steadily every 
year since 1921. The increase since 1921 has 
been approximately 75 per cent; while im- 
ports in 1925 were about four times the aver- 
age imports during the five years before the 
war. 


This demonstrates that the tariff has no

appreciable relation to foreign commerce. The 
tariff holds down the sales of foreign manu- 
facturers in the American market, but it docs 
not prevent American manufacturers from ecx- 
tending their foreign trade. 


THE BUDGET STATEMENT. 


The annuai report’ of the budget bureau 


recites the story of 1926 economy and coopera- . 


tion in government administration. The re- 
port shows that the ordinary receipts of the 
government in the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1926, were $3,962,755,690, and the ordinary 
expenditures, $3,584,987,873, exclusive of 
postoffice receipts and disbursements, For the 
fiscal year 1925 the ordinary receipts were 
$3,780,148,684,. and the ordinary expendi- 
tures, $3,529,643,446. The surplus at the 
end of the last fiscal year was $377,767,816. 

It is interestimg to compare the actual ordi- 
nary receipts for 1926 with the estimate printed 
by the budget bureau in November, 1925. The 
total actual receipts were about $82,000,000 
in excess of the predicted estimate then made, 
while the actual ordinary expenditures were 
about $34,000,000 less than the amount of 
expenditures predicted by the bureau. Consid- 
ering the uncertainties of both receipts and 
expenditures, this prediction, made nearly a 
year ago, is remarkably accurate. 

The total reduction of the public debt during 
1926 was $872,977,572. Between 1 and 
1926, the period of the budget, the surplus 
has aggregated more than $1,757,099,000, 
which has been applied to.a reduction of the 
public debt, reducing the annual interest 
charge approximately $80,000,000.

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WHEAT PRICES, 


Prospects of a larger wheat crop. have 
caused a sag in the market. It is estimated 
that the United States crop will be about 172, 
000;000 bushels larger than last year, while 
the world supply, outside of Russia and China, 
will be about the same as last year. 

While prices in the United States markets 
are sharply lower than last year, the world 
wheat price as reflected in the Liverpool 
market is at practically the same level as last 
year; which would indicate that the Liverpool 
price does not always control the price in the 
United States. 

The Canadian wheat crop is reported to be 
smaller than last year, which may offset the 
increase in the United States. Viewed from 
any angle, the price of wheat in the United 
States is determined by demand and supply in 
the American markets. Large imports of 
Canadian wheat are bound to depress the price 
in the American markets. The tariff on wheat 
tends to decrease the supply in the American 
markets and keep up the price. 


Paralleling both sides

the new Arlington bridge, a proposed 
120-foot roadway will not only add much 
to the beauty of the city, but will also 
provide a hitherto unavailable opportunity to 
examine the historical and charming vistas 
with which the Potomac abounds.

It will continue past the 
western bridgehead, however, to the proposed 
Mount Vernon boulevard, another 120-foot 
roadway, which when completed, probably by 
1932, will continue along the Potomac, through 
Alexandria to Mount Vernon. At Twenty- 
first street, on the Washington side, the road- 
way will connect with the Rock creek and 
Potomac parkway. 

The system of park highways is being ex- 
tended in a satisfactory manner. It is to be 
hoped that before long Washington will have 


all its parks linked together into one great 
system.

The next session of Congress will probably 
be asked to increase the salary of the District 
commissioners to $10,000 a year.

Frank Power, originator of the 
hoax. Power’s real name is de- 
clared to be Arthur Vectis Freeman, 
and he is said to have been a stu- 
dent of criminology. He has al- 
ready admitted in his last press 
statement made yesterday, that al- 


though he began his investigation 
in a bona fide spirit, into the sink- 
ing otf H. M. S. Hempshire, on 
which Kitchener was voyaging 
when he perished, he later had ac- 
cepted an offer from a moving pic- 
ture promoter, with a view to re- 
couping himself for the heavy ex- 
penses of his investigation. 

Power, however, tonight declared 
in a statement to the Press associa- 
tion that he was much surprised to 
read that the coffin within the case 
was empty. 

The Scotland yard authorities, 
he went on, informed him that he 
would not be wanted today and 
that he could keep an appointment 
in the country. Before he went he 
visited the Lambeth mortuary and 
tried to get in, he said, but the au- 
thorities ignored his request to be 
present. 

What the view the authorities 
will take of the affair is not known, 
but Power’s strange activities are 
the subject of general denunciation 
by the newspapers. 

Not in many a year has England 
been so shocked and distressed, for 
the memory of the great soldier is 
held sacred in every household in 
the land. “ven while the coffin 
was resting in the mortuary, sur- 
rounded by sacred emblems and 
treated with all respect, some of 
the newspapers attacked Power’s 
action. 

The Daily Mail declared: “It is 
a ghoulish act thus to exploit the 
fame of one of the greatest of Eng- 
land’s soldiers.”” And the Morning 
Post said: “It is repugnant to de- 
cent feeling that the disinterred 
coffined remains of the dead should 
be carried about here and there ‘at 
a private personal’s caprice and 
without any sanction of authority. 
If the dead were without. note the 
offense would be rank.” 
Apparently nobody dreamed of 
the contingency that the coffin 
would, as the home office states, 
be absolutely empty.

Lodge Will Spend $50,000 in 
National Campaign; to 
Ask Leper Aid. 


SANITARIUM IS DEFEATED 


Chicago, Aug. 16 (By A. P.).— 
The supreme lodge of the Knights 
of Pythias in the final session today 
of its thirty-fourth biennial conven- 
tion, appropriated $650,000 for ex- 
tension work. .Under the adminis- 
tration of Richard S. Witte, of Mil- 
waukee, Wis., the new supreme 
chancellor; Alva Lumpkin, of Co- 
lumbia, S. C., the new supreme 
keeper of records and seal, it was 
indicated, an organization will be 
created ‘‘to sell Pythianism.”’ 


The Pythians have lost more than 
100,000 members during the past 
four years, and the publicity cam- 
paign was devised to bring back the 
old members and interest new ones. 

A further step toward preparing 
new material for Pythians was seen 
in the recognition of the Princes of 
Syracuse, as a junior subsidiary, 
along the lines of recognition of the 
Order of Demolay by the Masons. 
The Princes of Syracuse at present 
consists of 24 lodges and approxi- 
mately 1,200 members. 

Leper relief, which provided a 
subject for extensive debate 
throughout the week of the conven- 
tion, finally was disposed of by the 
a.option of a resolution providing 
that the matter should be directed 
to the attention of the next Con- 
gress. The Pythians would lend 
their moral support to a movement 
looking toward alleviating the suf- 
fering of itepers. Selection of a 
committee to present the matter was 
left to Chancellor Witt. The Pyth- 
lans determined not to construct a 
national tuberculosis sanitarium in 
the West. 

Mrs. Ada Belle Onion, of Dallas, 
Tex., newly elected head of the 
Pythian Sisters, went to Milwaukee 
for a celebration planned in honor 
of the new chancellor.

If you are one of those sour males 
who proclaim marriage as woman’s 
game then you probably will agree 
that the woman’s bureau of the Dis- 
trict. police department is well 
named. 

For, despite the frailties of men 
—of course, men are to blame for 
most of the defective marriages 
which are brought under the eyes of 
the women police in their daily 
work, the woman’s bureau has grad- 
uated several of its force from Miss 
Policewoman to Mrs. Private Citi- 
zen. 

Eleven young women who came 
to the bureau to be policewomen, 
wearing the title miss, have left the 
bureau and the police force to be- 
come wives of educators, lawyers, 
engineers, salesmen, doctors and 
farmers. , 

Of the 21 policewomen now con- 
stituting the force of policewomen, 
8 are or have been married, includ- 
ing Mrs. Mina C. Van Winkle, po- 
lice lieutenant and chief of the bu- 
reau, who returned to public life 
following the death of her husband 
several years ago, and who organ- 
ized the woman’s bureau under the 
regime of the late Maj. Raymond 
Pullman, as superintendent of the 
police force of Washington. 

What romance may cost her in 
the loss of trained personnel. in the 
future, Mrs. Van Winkle refuses to 
estimate, beyond the statement that 
she intends to remain a widow for 
the rest of her life. 

For her part, Sergt. Rhoda Milli- 
ken, slim, bobbed-haired, and chief 
assistant to Mrs. Van Winkle, de- 
clares she never is going to ‘be a 
widow, no matter how long she 
lives. She intends to remain a miss. 
She has, she admits, met several 
men she thought handsome, but they 
failed to cause any flutter in her 
heart. But the other policewomen 
and clerks in the bureau have left 
the door of the future open. 

One of the former members of the 
bureau, Sarah Tilghman, now Mrs. 
George Hughes, of Dallas, Tex., is 
practicing law there with her hus- 
band, under. the. firm. name. of 
Hughes & Hughes. They were mar- 
ried here one day while the court 
was taking its usual luncheon re- 
cess. When Mr. Hughes met his 
fiancee in the corridors of the court- 
house, where she had gone to testify 
in a case on trial, he felt perhaps 
that he mihgt never have another 
such opportunity, so he took hold of 
her hand and marched her off from 
Mrs. Van Winkle and the others to 
Col. Kroll, who gives legal authority 
for marriages in the District. They 
returned when court convened and 
Miss Tilghman announced that she 
was Mrs. Hughes. 

Marian Bridwell, another police- 
woman, was a young widow. She 
took a vacation to visit her mother 
at their home in California, and had 


informed the bureau of the date of | 


her return when she changed her 
mind and became Mrs. F. Robertson 
Williams, of San Francisco, and 
sent back to Washington wedding 
announcements instead of returning.

ADVERTISING AND HAIR. 

HE old-time advertisement of 
| hair. tonics consisted ofa 
bunch of Yadies, some of whom 

were bald and others who displayed 
haif from 4 to 6 feet long. That 
style of advertising lost its selling 
power when people got wise to the 
fact that it was fiction. One short- 
coming of fiction is that it must 
stick moderately close to probabili- 
ties, «swhereas fact is free to go the 
limit in the field of improbability. 
I am convinced of the possibili- 
ties in the line of growing hair. Ob- 
servations of the hair of negroes, 
under treatment for the removal of 
kinks, has convinced me. I don't 
think I ever knew of a negro 
woman failing to take the kink out 
of her hair if she went at the job 
seriously and persisted. Some of 
them use one patent kink remover. 
Some another. Results are equally 
good, which ever one they use. I

Railroad earnings thus far in 
“926 have run away with the 
profits. During the first half of 
1926. class 1, carriers, or those 
doing 1 business amounting to more 
than $1.000.000 a vear, increased 
their net profits by about $50,000.- 
000 over the banner  fitst-half 
period of 192 As a whole, class 
1 railroads probably will earn just 
about as much as the law allows 
them to earn this year. Many in- 
divid“al roads will exceed the pre- 
seribed 1ate of 5°34 ner cent aliowed 
by the government ,and will turn 
part of their excess earnings into 
the Federal treasury. 

Net income available for pre- 
ferred and common stock dividends 
in 1921 amounted to less than 
$314.000,000 for all class 1 car- 
riers. Scores of the carriers wrote 
their earnings in red ink during 
that troubled vear of depression. 
For 1926, at the present. and 
“rospective rate of net earnings, 
about $775.000,000, is is estimated, 
will be available for dividends— 
about two and one-half times as 
-much as five years ago. 

Lower Rates or Higher Wages. 

If the present increasing pros- 
perity is maintained for a year or 
two more. the day will be at hand 
for lower freig ht rates.

Operating costs almost every- 
where have declined and small in- 
creases in revenues generally are 
noted. The average rate of cash 
fare demanded by electric railways 
in cities of more than 25,000 popu- 
lation during the first half of 1926 
rose to 7.6946 cents on June 1 
last, as compared with about 7% 
cents a year before, 7 cents in 1920 
and a pre-war fare of 5 cents. 

Wage increases have been grant- 
ed in some cities, Dut labor-saving 
methods and more efficiency in op- 
eration have balanced this addition- 
al item of expense. Data made pub- 
lic by the American Electric Rail- 
way association for 200 of the 
larger companies show that traffic 
was heavier during the first five 
months of 1926 than for the same 
period of 1925.

The world’s wheat supply. this 
year, outside of Russia and’ China, 
may be close to that of last year, 
the Department of Agriculture esti- 
mated yesterday after compiling 
the latest forecasts of* production.

The Greene-Cananea Copper Co., 
which was incorporated in 1906, is 
a holding company which owns all 
of the capital stock of the Cananea 
Consolidated Copper Co., of South 
America. The mines and works 
of this company are located in 
Mexico, the mineral lands being 
held under title from the Mexican 
government and amounting to over 
14,000 acres. During 1925 the 
cost to the company of producing 
refined copper from its mines, in- 
cluding allowance for depreciation 
and all charges, except depletion, 
was 11.90 cents per pound, while 
the average price received for the 
copper produced was about 14.21 
cents per pound. The company 
produces about 30,000,000 pounds 
of copper a year. 

During the nine years, 1917 to 
1925, net income averaged $462,- 
112 annually. This was equal to 
an average of 92 cents per share 
on the capital stock. Last year’s 
operations were much more satis- 
factory than those of the previous 
four years, in three of which de- 
ficits aggregating more than $4,- 
000,000 were recorded. 

The company has no funded or 
bank debt and no preferred stock 
is outstanding. As for dividends, 
there were payments from 1912 to 
1920 with the exception of 1915 
but there have been no payments 
during the last five years.

Large Decrease in Casualties. 


One of the 
achievements in 


most remarkable 
accident preven- 
tion is shown in the Interstate 
Commerce Commission records in- 
dicating the reduction in casualties 
resulting from collisions, according 
to Lew R. Palmer, cons¢rvation en- 
gineer. The record shows that from 
1907 to 1924 there was a reduction 
of 81 per cent in the number of 
such casualties. 

Mr. Palmer also points out in an 
analysis of the railroads’ increased 
efficiency, a saving of more than 
$116,000,000 in what is called the 
‘“‘wastage account” resulting from 
the reduction in the number of co)- 
lisions, derailments azd personal 
injury claims. 

The safety section of the Ameri- 
can Railway association in 1924 
adopted a resolution calling for a 
reduction of 35 per cent by the end 
of 1930 in the number of casual- 
ties. In 1925 more than 100 class 1 
lines attained their two-year quota, 
while 30 had attained their entire

Nobody ever suspected that the 
little colonels had a rubber stamp 
with the word ‘‘no”’ until Mr. Far- 
ley enlisted their sympathy in his 
fight to find employment for Harry 
Wills.

FEW CHANGES 
IN GRID 
RULES 


Rules on “Crawling” 
and Piling Up Are 
Clarified. 


HE first sign of the waning 
summer is the appearance of 
the Spalding football guide, 

chairman of 

the football rules-committee of the 

National Collegiate association. 

For the first time the guide is de- 
voted exclusively to college’ repre- 
sentation, the spread of football in 
the colleges and the growth of the 
game in the high schools having 
necessitated the publication of a 
new volume, Spalding’s Official In- 
terscholastic Football Guide, which 
permits a better presentation of the 
features of the season in the high 
school arena. 

The principal changes noted 
in the rules are as follows: 

What have heretofore been 
known as “ground rules” have 
been made to apply at the ex- 
act boundaries of the playing 
field. 

This means that the ball 
becomes dead automatically 
(and no further play can re- 
sult) whenever it crosses the 
side line, the side line extend- 
ed or the end line. 

This change has necessitated 
a number of revisions in Rules 
Vi and XIII. 

A penalty of 5 yards (in 
addition to the loss of a down) 
is now imposed in each in- 
stance where a team makes 
more than one incompleted 
forward pass during the same 
series of four downs (Rule 
XVII, section 4, penalty). 

_A team which has scored a 
safety will now put the ball in 
play by a downs (Rule XVII, 
section 4, penalty) kick from 
its own 20-yard line (Rule 
‘XIII, section 12}. 

The definition of ‘“‘crawling”’ 
(Rule VI, section 17) has 
been clarified,’ and the rule 
against “piling up’? has been 
strengthened so that there can 


be no possible excuse for fur- 
ther violation of either rules. 
Rule XXI, section 1, has been 
broadened and now prohibits 
players on defense from strik- 
ing an opponent in the face 
with the heel, BACK OR SIDE 
of the hand.

New York, Aug. 16 (By A. P.),— 
Attorneys for Jack Kearns, former 
manager of the heavyweight boxing 
champion—Jack Dempsey — today 
announced that suit had been filed 
against the champion for $333,- 
833.33. 

It was said that complaint and 
summons in two actions had been 
served on Dempsey at his training 
camp in Saratoga Springs, N. Y. 
Kearns declared that he had con- 
tracted with Tex Rickard for bouts 
with Gene Tunney and Harry Wills, 
in each of which Dempsey was to 
receive $500,000 before his term as 
manager expired early this month. 
Kearns declared he signed a con- 
tract with Rickard for the appear- 
ance of Dempsey in a bout with 
the negro on or before July 4, 1926, 
and that he signed another contract 
with Rickard for a bout between 
the champion and Tunney on or 
before October 15, 1928. 

In. both cases,, Kearns charges, 
Dempsey failed to avide by the 
terms of their contract.

Public Is Warned 


Council Members to Meet 
~ With Commissioners To- 
morrow Night. 


WILL AID IN CUTTING 
ESTIMATES FOR 1928 


Arrangement Looked Upon as 
Another Step in Organiza- 
tion’s Advance. 


The citizens’ advisory council 
achieved another step yesterday in 
its steady advance in importance. 
It received its first invitation to 
sit in joint session, behind closed 
doors, with the district commis- 
sioners to consider revision of the 
departmental estimates for the 1928 
District budget. The meeting 
will take place tomorrow night. 

Jesse C. Suter, chairman of the 
council, returned to the city yester- 
day from a vacation. He called 
on Lieut. Col. J. Franklin’ Bell, 
engineer commissioner, and asked 
how the council could best assist 
the commissioners in further con- 
sideration of the budget. 


He pointed out that the council 
had made a preliminary report, but 
had done so only in general terms 
and had had no opportunity to go 
into the details of the estimates. 
Now that the commissioners were 
faced with the task of early re- 
vision, having been instructed by 
the bureau of the budget to trim 
$3.500,000 out of the original es- 
timates, the council, Chairman Su- 
ter said, wanted to discharge its 
function of advising the commis- 
sioners, but didn’t know how. 


Will Not Reveal Details. 


Col. Bell told Suter that the com- 
missioners would hold an all-day 
session on the estimates tomorrow, 
and suggested that the council 
could help by conferring with the 
commissioners that evening. The 
meeting will take place at 8 p. m. 
in Col. Bell’s office. The only per- 
sons admitted will be the commis- 
sioners, the council members and 
Maj. Daniel J. Donovan, District 
auditor. 

The commissioners will not re- 
veal to the council members the 
detailed estimates they submitted 
to the budget bureau, nor their re- 
vision of those figures. They will, 
however, ask, in more or les$ gen- 
eral terms, for the views of the 
council members on where portions 
of the $3,500,000 cut may best be 
applied to the tentative budget.

Commissioners Denied Right 
to Devote Old Park View 
Fund. 


ACT OF CONGRESS RULED 
GENERAL INAPPLICATION

Cost of Land Must Not Exceed 
25 Per Cent Over Its As- 
sessed Valuation. 


The District commissioners were 
deprived of what little chance they 
thought they had to buy school 
Sites this year by an opinion of 


Comptroller General J. R. McCarl, 
submitted yesterday, in which that 


Official holds that all funds, of 
whatever nature, appropriated by 
Congress for’ purchase of land for 
school sites is subject to the limi- 
tation that it may not be expended 
when the price of the land is more 
than 25 per cent of the assessed 
valuation. 


The ruling made it virtually cer- 
tain that Congress will be asked 


next winter to devise some means 
of freeing the District of the rem- 
edy it prescribed for costly land 
purchases. 

When the committees of Con- 
&ress were working over the school 
budget, a lump sum of $703,500 
was included to purchase school 
sites and the limitation of prices 
to be paid was placed as a condi- 
tion governing expenditures under 
the appropriation. 


$154,000 Unexpended Balance. 


There was, however, an addi- 
tional sum of $154,000, an unex- 
pended balance left from the pre- 
ceding year. It had been appor- 
tioned for the purchase of land for 
an addition to the Park View 
school. Due to impossibility of the 
school and District authorities to 
reach an agreement with the resi- 
dents of the neighborhood, this 
sum was not reappropriated for 
the same school, but was named as 
an additional appropriation for 
school sites, in addition to the 
lump sum and the 25 per cent price 
restriction clause was omitted as 
pertaining to that appropriation. 

Maj. Daniel J. Donovan, District 
auditor, maintains that the omis- 
sion was intentional and that the 
purpose of members of the appro- 
priations committees of both houses 
was to give the commissioners an 
emergency fund with which to make 
necessary land purchases if the 25 
per cent restriction should prove too 
onerous. He had a joint letter from 
the chairmen of the District sub- 
committees of the two houses to 
that effect. 

The auditor advised the commis- 
sioners that, in his opinion, the re- 
appropriated $154,000 was not sub- 
ject to the 25 per cent price restric- 
tion, but they sent the papers to the 
comptroller general for a ruling. 


Ruling of McCarl. 


When the latter official ruled ves- 
terday he reversed Maj. Donovan, 
and said: 

‘It appears clear that it was the 
intention of the Congress in the 
enactment restricting the use of the 
appropriation for the purchase of 
school or playground sites that such 
restriction as to sites shall apply to 
all acquisitions of said sites under 
appropriations made in said act and 
not merely to the lump sum appro- 
priation of $703,500.” 

Every effort has been made by 

District and school authorities to 
purchase land for sites in develop- 
ment of the five-year school build- 
ing program, within the _ limit 
fixed by Congress, namely, 125 per 
cent of the assessed valuation of 
the land to be bought. Every effort 
has failed. Some proceedings in 
condemnation will be instituted, 
but it is not deemed likely that 
their result will be materially dif- 
ferent. 
The commissioners thought they 
could buy land to the extent, at 
least, of the $154.000 of reappro- 
priated money without botnering 
about the price Iimitation. The 
comptroller general’s ruling has 
blasted that hope.
